Negotiations which have been proceed- 
ing for some time resulted yesterday In 
the acquirement by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company of n controlling inter- 
est in the Canadian Pacific Navigation 
Company. The final details of the big 
deal wore arranged by Mr. C. C. Chip- 
mil a, commissioner of the Hudson's Bny 
Company, who has been in the city on 
this important mission for the past' few 
days. 

Official information is to the effect that 
a greatly improved service will be in- 
augurated by the acquirement of fast 
up-to-date vessels to run between Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, and from British 
Columbia ports to Skagway, It is also 
mentioned that no bonus in consideration 
of such improved service will be asked 
for by the railway company. 

Officials of the companies interested in 
the big deal, seen last evening by ' 
Colonist, were disinclined to give out for 
publication this morning further infor- 
mation as to details of the arrangement 
which has been arrived at, or the plans 
for the future. 

The announcement will he hailed with 
great satisfaction on all sides, it being 
particularly gratifying that an amicable 
arrangement of the pressing transporta- 
tion difficulties with which the two com 
panics interested had to contend, has 
been arrived at. 

Permission is given to state that a 
large sum of money will be spent in 
improving the company's equipment.

PACIFYING FILIPINOS. 

Civil Authorities Send Ultimatum to the 
Men Still Fighting. 

Manila, .Tn.n. 11.— The campaign in 
Northern Mindanao is directed personal- 
ly by Brigadier-General Kobhe, .with 
headquarters at Cngayan. Col. Birkhi- 
nior, with five companies of the 5th regi- 
ment, hns swept the country a,nd de- 
stroyed Filipino strongholds in the vicin- 
ity of Santa Ana. Major Case, of the 
40th regiment, is operating in the moun- 
tains of Southwest Cngaynn. He has 
destroyed several strongholds and cap- 
tured some prisoners. Minor captures 
continue in Luzon. The civil authorities 
of several towns in Zambalec province 
mot at Santa Antonio recently and sign- 
ed an ultimatum to send to the insurgent 
leaders, notifying the insurants that 
they will be paid thirty pesos apiece for 
rifles and liberated if they agree to keep 
quiet, and setting forth that since Gen. 
Macarthur's proclamation that if the in- 
surgents do not Tcturn to their homes by 
January 30, they will be considered en- 
emies of their people, who will then assist 
the Americans to pursuf* them.

London, Jan. 12. — Prince Uchtomsky's 
mission to Pekin, says the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
" was to secure a convention, I under 
stand, on the following basis: In return 
for renouncing her claim for war indent 
nity, Russia demands an indefinite in- 
stead of n 90-year lease of the Laio 
Tung peninsula und of Port Arthur; 
other words, she demands annexation, as 
well as the complete possession of the 
Manchurian railway, which under the 
existing agreement reverts to China after 
90 years." 

The Daily Chronicle makes the im 
portani statement: " From trustworthy 
sources we learn that Lord Salisbury has 
agreed to cede to Russia the railway 
from Niu Ohwang to Shan Hai Kwau 
It is not known what compensation will 
be received for the concession." 

Leading financiers versed in China 
affairs who were interviewed yes- 
terday by representatives of the 
Daily Chronicle appeared to think 
that if the news were correct, it indi- 
cated that Lord Salisbury recognized the 
impossibility of preventing the partition 
of China, and that. Russia would get tho 
north and Great Britain the Yang Tse 
valley. 

The original prospectus of the railway 
company stipulated that the bondholders, 
mainly British, could bo bought out at 
any time at the rate of £120 per £100 
bond. 

The Daily Chronicle, in an editorial on 
the subject, taunts Lord Salisbury with 
having made another " graceful conces- 
sion," because Great Britain's entangle- 
ments deprived her of tho strength to 
back up her diplomacy. 

Pekin, Jan, 11.— M. De Giers, the Rus 
sian minister to China, denies the cur- 
rent report that Russia is endeavoring to 
make a special agreement with China, 
irrespective of other powers. 

"Had this been tho case." he said to- 
day, " I would not have signed the joint 
note, although probably, so far as Man- 
churia is concerned, Russia and China 
will make special arrangements which 
will not conflict with any treaties or 
agreements made by Russia and the 
other joint powers. 

" I do not believe that Russia has any 
idea of keeping Manchuria; indeed, she 
is placing all the Chinese olllcinls pos- 
sible in office. Probably, hcrwever, it 
will be necessary to guard tile railroad 
for an indefinite period. 

" I do not believe that there are 
25,000 Russian soldiers in Manchuria." 

With reference to the claim made by 
some of tho other envoys, M. De Giers 
was very positive in saying that Russia 
had not violated her word in taking a 
concession nt Tien Tsin. 

Prince Chlng and Li Hung Chang are 
still awaiting instructions from the court 
regarding the agreement. Both claim 
that it is practically certain the orders 
will be favorable, enabling them to sign 
immediately. 

Prince Cbing says proofs of the court's 
intention to order the affixing of signa- 
tures is to lie found in the fact that 
Prince Cluing has been designated to go 
to Berlin to express China's regret for 
the murder of Baron von Kettolpr. 

Berlin, Jan. 11.— Prince Chun, brother 
of Emperor Kwang Hsu. paid a long 
visit to Dr. Mumm von Schwnrtzcnstein, 
the German minister to China, which 
according to a special despatch from 
Pekin was a most unusual development 
of Chinese etiquette. Dr. Mumm von 
Schwnrtzcnstein, in n despatch to the 
foreign office on the subject, says:! 
"Prince Chun created a sympathetic im- 
pression. Ho strongly resembles his 
brother, the Emperor, but is more robust 
and more intelligent," 



London, Jan. 12.— (4:50 a. m.)— It is 
understood that Lord Kitchener now 
holds securely all the railroad lines in 
South Africa, having recovered posses- 
sion of the Delagou Bay line, which had 
been cut January 7. 

According to the Pretoria correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail, Lord Kitchener is 
now organizing a force of 30,000 irregu- 
lar horse, which will occupy some weeks. 
When this force is ready, he will resume 
offensive operations. 

Meanwhile the invasion of Cape Col- 
ony looks more threatening. The news 
of Commandant Hertzog having two 
guns is rather startling, as it was for- 
merly asserted that the invaders had no 
tuns. 

The defences of Capetown, including 
two 4.7 naval guns, are now completed, 
and the recruiting of volunteers is active 
throughout the colony. 

According to despatches to the Daily 
Express, the admiral of the Cape fleet is 
to prepare in an emergency to land a 
naval brigade of 2.SO0, with six Hotch- 
kiss guns. 

A Murraysburg telegram this morning 
says the, Dutch there received the Brit- 
ish troops sullenly, and it reports that 
there tire rumors of the colonial rebels 
in the neighborhood joining. 

A Pretoria correspondent of the Morn- 
ing Post wires that members of the 
burghers' peace committee whom he in- 
terviewed frankly confessed that there 
was no hope of many burghers surren- 
dering. 

DENIED.

Capetown, Jan. 11.— The British war- 
ship Sybil has anchored in Lambert's 
Bay and landed a force of bluejackets 
and a number of guns. This force has 
constructed entrenchments. 

Hertzog's main body, 700 strong, with

Hertzog's intention apparently is to 
move towards Ceres and' Worcester.

All the towns in Orange River Colony, 
ou the main line of the railway, are 
strongly held by the Brit'.oh, and the 
Boors show uo disposition to approach 
them.

While much 
attention has of late been directed to the 
agitation for an improved service, as well 
as to the competition between the cities 
of Victoria and Vancouver, it is not the 
intention of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company to ask a bonus from either 
■oi tj', but to seek and develop trade wher- 
ever offering. 

With such a powerful corporation tak- 
ing hold of the Navigation Company, in 
connection with its large system, it is 
more than probable that trade properly 
belonging to (ho province, hitherto 
diverted to the Puget Sound cities, will 
be gained for British Columbia.

Mr. C. C. Chipman, the commissioner 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, who ar- 
rived here on Wednesday last, lias con- 
ducted the negotiations between the 
various parties and brought them to this 
successful issue. 



VICTORIA AS A TERMINUS. 

A despatch has gone out from the 
Associated Press, but We do not know 
from what point, to the effect that J. .1. 
Mill, president of the Great Northern, 
has determined to make Victoria a stop- 
ping place for Oriental passengers, and 
send them from here across the Conti- 
nent at a speed beyond the roach of any 
other line. It will be an exceedingly 
difficult thing for Mr. Hill to set a, pace 
which the Canadian Pacific cannot equal 
from this city, although he would prob- 
ably bo able to distance all competitors, 
which send their passengers to Main- 
land points, either in the United States 
■or Canada, by steamship. The fact is 
that Nature has made Victoria the hist 
point of departure and the first poll of 
call, and there is no way of getting away 
from it. Wc are convinced that tin- de- 
mands of Oriental business, and the fact 
that time enters so largely into trans- 
portation problems nowadays, will com- 
pel the great cnihvny and steamship com- 
panies to recognize the advantages of 
Victoria, whether I hey will or no; But 
there is no disposition on the part of any 
company to dn otherwise than is right by 
ihis city, or perhaps the correct way to 
slate the matter is that no railway rr 



A'ictoria or will refrain from doing any- 
thing lest Victoria may be built up 
thereby. It is only when railway cor- 
porations become the adjuncts of town- 
site promoters that unreasonable prefer- 
ence is given to one locality over another. 
This, was the case in the early days of 
the Northern Pacific. That much mis- 
managed enterprise was at its inception 
controlled by a ring which aimed at 
making money out of Tacoma town lots. 
Every other consideration was subordin- 
ate to this single interest, with the result 
that Seattle was in imminent danger of 
being side-tracked. But the people of 
Seattle were resolute. They believed 
that Nature vras on their side, and, they 
fought their ambitious and able rival. 
We see the result to-day. Now the 
Northern Pacific is conducted as a 
transportation concern, and although Ta- 
coma still does and will continue to do a 
very large commerce, Seattle is assuming 
the supreme place. So we will find 
matters shape themselves at Victoria. 
This city is nearer the ocean than any 
of the Mainland cities, Tort Angeles ex- 
cepted. Our only serious rival for the 
prestige and importance of being the 
principal ocean terminus of passenger 
business will be the little city across the 
Strait, at which some people have been 
accustomed to look sneeringly. But we 
can beat Port Angeles. We can give a 
more direct lino from Victoria to the 
East, and in the long run even a small 
saving of time tells when speed is the 
object aimed at. 

It is, therefore, with the greatest con- 
fidence that we look forward to the 
future of Victoria as a railway terminus 
and the first port of call of steamships 
engaged in the trans-Pacific trade. De- 
pend upon it, we have good ground for 
hopefulness. There is no question now 
before the people, and there is not likely 
to be any, in which the ratepayers will 
be asked to further any plan to bring 
about the desired result. Therefore no 
one need suspect that in expressing our- 
selves thus strongly as to the future we 
have any ulterior motive. All we aim 
at is to show the people how the situa- 
tion looks to us after a great deal of 
consideration, so that they be on the alert 
to take advantage of opportunities as 
they offer. We repeat what we have 
often said, namely, that the progress of 
trans-Pacific commerce has only begun, 
and that in the developments to come 
this city is certain to have such a share 
as will once more restore to it the proud 
position of commercial Queen of the 
Northwest, which it enjoyed when the 
pioneer inhabitants came here. 



NORTHERN TRANSPORTATION. 

Yesterday's meeting of the Board of 
Trade was one of unusual interest. The 
chief topic discussed was northern trans- 
portation, ami additional interest was 
lent to it by the presence of Mr. E. C. 
Hawkins, General Manager of the White 
Pass & Yukon railway, who before the 
regular business of the meeting began 
made a full statement as to the policy of 
that railway. 

The question of the cost of carriage 
of goods into the Yukon is one that is 
very much talked about, hut it is also 
one that is exceptional in its character. 
The railway is not like any other road. 
It is operated only for a part of the year, 
and has as yet freight tralllc only for 
one way. Mr. Hawkins pointed out that 
it was the desire of the company to 
assist the individual traders rather than 
the large transportation companies, and 
in view of this there ought to be no diffi- 
culty experienced by the business men 
of this city and Vancouver in reaching 
such a conclusion with the railway as to 
freight matters as will be mutually 
satisfactory. 



UNHAPPY SEATTLE. 

Seattle has our. most sincere sympathy. 
The report of tlfe chief of police for last 
year states that the arrests for the 
twelvemonth amounted to twelve per 
cent, of the population, and goes on to 
say that the police force is entirely in- 
adequate. If one man in every eight 
was arrested by an inadequate force, we 
shrink from estimating what a compe- 
tent police organization might ha,ve cor- 
ralled. If the Chief gels a favorable re- 
sponse to his request for mine patrolmen, 
it will he fur people elsewhere to consid- 
er if it may nut he desirable in address 
their con spondence to the city lock-up. 
Il is also a mailer of very grave doubt 
if it will be safe for strangers to go in 
Seattle, without taking Home means of 
identification with them, for the ambi- 
tious Chief may run short of subjects to 
arrest, and, in order to justify his de- 
mand for aa adequate force, find himself 
compelled to capture and convey to dur- 
ance vile the stranger that happens to 
be within the city gates. Out of a feel- 
ing of gallantry to the female population 
of our distinguished neighbor city, we 
will assume that the per centage of wo- 
men arrested was small. If no women 
had been arrested, it would follow that 
cn'e out of every four men had been, with 
the present inadequate arresting bureau; 
hence it is reasonable to suppo.se that an 
adequate force would make it one out of 
every two; from which it follows, as 
night unto day, as the illustrious Bard 
of Avon has observed, that one man out 
of every two will be in charge of the po- 
lice during the year. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it seeyis as if the proper 
first-of-thc-century salutation to ,a Se- 
attle man ought to be: "When did you 
get out?" Our esteemed contemporary, 
the 'Seattle Times, tells of four great 
tilings that have happened in the inter- 
ests of that burg during the year. One 
of then! is the order for the building of 
(he battleship; another is the opening of 
the Denny hotel; another, (lie $200,000 
gift of Mr. Carnegie tp build a public 
library, and the fourth is the establish- 
ment of a, direct line of steamers to New 
York via San Francisco. It asks: 
"What will be the fifth V" If the Chief

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tied in thinking it will be the ability of 
tho city papers to publish to the world 
that every other man in the city has 
been in ja.il at least once a year. But 
joking aside, we suggest to our Seattle* 
contemporaries that in publishing the 
Chief of Police's report, they should 
make it clear that the number of arrests 
does not mean the number of separate in- 
dividuals arrested. 



ATLIN. 

We have had several independent ac- 
counts of the conditions existing in At- 
lin, and they are all favorable. Large 
Minns of money are being expended there, 
principally in preparation for next year's 
business, although some mining is being 
done, with very satisfactory results. Un- 
less our informants are all in a conspir- 
acy to deceive the public, and such a 
thing would he absolutely pointless, the 
year 1001 should see that part of the 
province the scene of very great activity. 
Q«artz mining seems likely to be initi- 
ated on a very extensive scale, and 
placer and hydraulic work as well. In- 
deed, tho Atlin folk are very strongly of 
the opinion that they will once more at- 
tract tho attention of the world, and this 
time in a manner that will produce per- 
manent results. 

A problem which the development of 
quartz mines in Atlin, some of which 
n.ro smelting propositions, in connection 
with the opening of similar mines of 
gold and copper elsewhere in the Yukon 
valley, will force home upon the immedi- 
ate consideration of the j.'overnmonts f 
the Dominion and the Province, is how 
best to get these products to smelters. 
We believe the proper place to smelt the 
ores of the North, as well as of the 
Coast of British Columbia, is somewhere 
on Vancouver Island. Even if a good 
coking coaJ is discovered in the Yukon, 
v hich seems at present open to doubt, al- 
though there appears to be plenty of good 
steam coal, the short hours of labor in 
Ihe winter, and the difficult conditions 
under which work must be performed 
out of doors, and the necessarily high 
rate of wages there, because of the fact 
that all provisions and everything else 
must be carried North, will make it far 
cheaper to bring down the orets to be 
smelted at some point near the Vancou- 
ver Island coal mines. We, therefore, 
urge that no time should be lost in de- 
veloping a plan for the carriage of such 
ores southward. If a good arrangement 
can be effected, and the opening of pro- 
perties on Vancouver Island at the rate 
witnessed during recent years, we will 
see established on this Island the great- 
est smelting works in North America.

Atlin Claims.— On Thursday judgment 
was given by Mr. Justice Martin in the 
case of Partridge v. Hamilton, an no- 
tion which involved the title to several 
mineral claims near Atlin, known ns the 
Anaconda group, On the first branch of 
the ease, viz., the dispute between Dord 
Hamilton's claim, the Annie and Part- 
ridge's claims, the Dakeview and Lake- 
view Extended, the court declared the 
latter to bo invalid locations. On the 
second branch, namely, the dispute be- 
tween Partridge's claim, the Crown 
Point, and the Annie, he declared the 
Annie to be invalid. Neither side was 
awarded costs. 1). (r. Macdonell appear- 
ed for Lord Hamilton, and It. Cassidy, 
Q.C., for Partridge. 



The quarterly general meeting of the 
British Columbia board of trade, held 
yesterday afternoon, proved- to be a very 
important one, E. C. Hawkins, general 
manager of the White Pass & Yukon 
railway, was present, and addressed the 
board on the question of northern trans- 
portation and freight rates, arguing that 
the rates were not exorbitant and an- 
nouncing that a new tariff would shortly 
be published, which he thought would 
meet the approval of shippers generally. 
A spirited discussion ensued later iu the 
meeting on the same subject, on the re- 
port ot a special committee which had 
been appointed to wait on Premier Duns- 
muir, before his departure for Ottawa, 
being presented. Un the subject of the 
extension of the F. & N. railway to the 
north end of the Island being alluded to 
by the chairman, Mr. C. U. Lugriu 
made a statement which created consid- 
erable interest. It was to the effect that 
after having given a great deal of atten- 
tion to the question ol railway develop- 
ment, he was convinced, from the infor- 
mation which he had at his disposal, 
that the building of the line would not 
only tend to the upbuilding of Victoria 
and the development ol the Island's re- 
sources, but solve the whole problem of 
northern transportation anil have the ef- 
fect of establishing in Victoria great 
smelting industries.

line during the past year, and it was now 
realized that it was not in any sense a 
temporary line, but an enterprise per- 
manently established in consequence of 
the development of the gnat resource 
of the Yukon country. He bad learned 
that some complaint had been made on 
the ground of alleged discrimination by 
the railway company in the matter of 
freight rates. He could say on bohal 



alleged discrimination in the delivery of 
goods in bond from Skngwtiy at White 
Horse, floods from Victoria nnd Van- 
couver in bond were not taken By the 
company until inspected and checked off. 
It was different with the shipments 
from United States points, as they were 
not subject to inspection at Skngway— 
they met with delays further along the 
line*. The complications which had 
existed at Skngway had been largely 
overcome by the efforts of the railway 
company. Two years ago it was im- 
possible to ship goods in bond, but the 
railway company succeeded in getting 
the law changed, ami in other ways im- 
proved the situation to the advantage of 
the shipper. lb' had j |lst becn informed 
by Collector Milne that the regulations 
for the inspection of goods in bond at 
Skagway would be much simplified in 
the future. 

Mr. Earle enquired what difference, if 
any, existed in the method of inspecting 
Canadian nnd American goods. 

Mr. Hawkins replied that there was no 
difference, with the exception that more 
inspectors were placed at the work of in- 
specting Canadian goods. American 
shippers had complained of delays at 
White Horse. The bonding arrange 
nients at Skagway had recently been 
very much simplified. 

The company built great expectations 
on the development of the country in the 
future— the permanent mining of lend 
copper and gold, rather than from the 
business growing out of the exploitation 
of the temporary placers. 

The Chairman— What nbout the pro- 
posed reduction of freight rates on your 
iine? 

Air. Hawkins repliel that a material 
.•eduction had been made in the rates, 
nnd it was now proposed to inaugurate 
a schedule based on weight measure- 
ment. 

Mr. Earle had been informed that the 
new classification would be such as to 
bring the rates Higher than before. 

Mr. Hawkins assured the board that 
an investigation would show that there 
bad been a material reduction. For in- 
stance, thd tariff on lumber had been ma- 
terially reduced from the rate which ob- 
tained n year ago. Of course, the rates 
on the White Pass & Yukon road could 
not fairly be compared with those pre- 
vailing on lines being operated in an old 
and settled country. As soon as the new 
tariff had been printed be -would like the 
members of the board to examine it and 
note the difference from old schedules. 
Concluding, Mr. Hawkins expressed, his 
willingness to reply to n.ny questions 
which might be put to him. 

Mr. Davidge inquired if be had any 
knowledge of the situation in Dawson. 
He was informed that there was a war 
on between the big companies and the 
small merchants, the former slrivlng to 
drivo the latter out of business. If that 
was so, was the railway company doing 
what it could to protect the small 'trader? 

Mr. Hawkins replied that the railway 
officials were just then engaged in dis- 
cussing that very feature of the situa- 
tion. As he understood it, there were 
three classes doing business in Dawson — 
tho largo companies, who own their own 
means of transportation: the ordinary 
morcha.nt, who is engaged in business 
there permanently, nnd the other made 
up of transient traders, who take in scow 
loads of goods from time lo time and ped- 
dle out their wft.res. 'The company was 
particularly desirous of protecting the 
second class- the permanent shippers— 
rather than the big companies. This 
would be obvious when it was remember- 
ed that the big commercial companies 
took all their goods in by the river route 
around by St. Michaels. The railway 
bad hail an offer from one of the big 
companies to take all its goods in at a 
special rate, but the offer was refused, 
as it was realized that its acceptance 
would enable that: company to compete! 
unfairly with the merchant's whom they 
desired to protect as far as possible. How 
best to protect the small merchant was 
then under discussion by Traffic Man- 
ager Lee and himself. How serious tho 
trade war was in Dawson, lie had no 
means of knowing. In December prices 
were very low, but better snles were ex- 
pected in January and February. 

Mr. Earle — It is reported that your 
company discriminated in fn.vor of the 
largo shippers during the past year 
Mr. Hawkins— It is true we . 
cheaper rates on large quantities, and wo 
are discussing now where to draw the 
line between the large nnd small ship- 
per. We had contemplated establishing 
an equal rate based on weight and giv- 
ing a rebate on the hundreds of tons, but 
wo fear its effect, as the big companies 
might take advantage of it. We are en- 
deavoring to make the rales satisfactory

The report of a special committee on 
railway and transportation matters and 
the Songhees Indian reserve was then 
read as follows: 

Your committee beg to Teport aai in- 
terview with the lion. James Dunsmuir. 
Subsequently we presented him with the 
following memoranda: 

Railway to North End of Vancouver 
Island. The importance of this work has 
been repeatedly brought to the notice of 
the Provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments. The last action was on March 
2i> last, when a largely-attended special 
general meeting of the board unanimous- 
ly adopted tho following resolution: 
"That this board regards the proposed 
railway to the north end of Vancouver 
Island as a work for the advantage of 
British Columbia and the Yukon Terri- 
tory, ami recommends it to the favora- 
ble consideration of the government and 
parliament of Canada, as deserving o*! 
assistance by a reasonable subsidy; and 
that a, copy of this resolution lie forward- 
ed to the Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
Victoria representatives at Ottawa." 

All-Canadian Route tn the Yukon. — 
The board has never allowed an oppor- 
tunity to pass without pressing upon the 
Provincial and Dominion governments 
the urgency of providing all-Canadian 
cenvmuniention with the Yukon. TJie 
openiug up of such communication is con- 
sidered absolutely necessary if Canadian 
merchants are to hold that portion of the 
trade of the Yukon now enjoyed. 

Coast-Kootenay Uailway. — It Is consid- 
ered an injustice lu the Coast cities that 
no provision wa.s made fur continuing 
without interruption the Crow's Nest 
Puss railway to the seaboard. The open- 
ing of the Crow's Nesl Pass railway 
gives Eastern Canadian merchants an 
advantage in handling the trade of im- 
portant portions of British C lumhiu. 

It is hoped that you will secure for 
British Columbia a, fair proportion of 
Dominion appropriations for publi 
works; and tile board would remind you 
tiiat of three and a half million dollar 
railway subsidies, voted last season, this 
province received only $90,000. British 
Columbia's contribution in customs and 
inland revenue alone during twelve 
months ending 30th June last, exceeded 
three and a quarter million dollars. 

Coasting Trade. — You will be conver- 
sant witli the board's position in regard 
to the coasting trade after perusing the 
accompanying copy of correspondent 
nr.mely, letter to Sir Richard Cartwright, 
dated March 22, 1900; letter to Messrs. 
Earle and Prior, May 4, 19(H), and reply 
from Col. Hon. E. (1. Prior, dated May 
30, 1900. Hie matter rests there. 

Songhees Indian Reserve.— The bo.ird 
has been informed that the delay in get- 
ting the Songhees Indian reserve ques- 
t.'on settled rests with the provincial gov- 
ernment. It is sincerely hoped that you 
are in a position to arrange for a:i im- 
mediate adjustment of this business. ' 

Assay Office.— With regard to the im- 
portance of establishing assay offices, 
the views of the board are expressed in 
a resolution, adopted August 10, 1900 
and forwarded to him,

GIVING UP PARCHMENT. 

From London Telegraph. • 

Sir Francis Jeune, on Monday last, 
pronounced a judicial separation between 
probnto lawyers and parchment. Thero 
is not an absolute divorce, -became al- 
though on and after January next, grants 
and engrossments in the Probate division 
will be on special paper instead of parch- 
ment, the latter time-honored material 
fo? legal documents may be used if it is 
particularly desired. It in well that this 
permission is a.ttiiched to the injunction, 
for the mind recoils from the idea of any 
branch of the law being entirely disasJ 
sociated from parchment. 

Precisely what the object of this change 
may V> is not quite clear. It is stated 
that the public will save something like, 
£8,000 it yea,r. This sum would buy a 
considerable quantity of parchment in the 
ordinary way: but, perhaps, things are. 
different in the legal market. A sheet 
of parchment would cost threepence or 
fourpence at the stationers', but when it 
finds its way into a, lawyers' bill of ex- 
penses, for pence, read shillings. Tho 
special paper would cost about a penny 
a sheet; it remains to ho seen what its 
legal value will ho. Poj^ibly claimants 
for probate may have a better idea of 
the value of paper than they have of 
parchment. 

1'lie question, however, arises, whether 
thi, public will regard paper special as 
it may be, as a satisfactory substitute 
for parchment. Grants in probate are, 
of course, not like leases of estates, 
deeds, and other classes of legal docu- 
ments and are not often required to with-

stand the effects of time to the same de- 
gree. Still, the public prefers to have 
its law abiding documents in an endur- 
ing form; nnd, although it may save £8,- 
000, the individual will probably save 
only a few shillings, and would rather 
have the more expensive but more last- 
ing material, Fiction writers would of- 
ten be hard put to it if they could not 
produce musty parchment documents of 
ancient date, providing that the poor, but 
honest hero, is entitled to the family es- 
tate. But, in hurd fact, the value of en- 
dutance in the material of legal docu- 
ments has too often been shown to lead 
the public to put faith readily in any- 
thing but parchment. Still, special paper 
has been issued for some time now for 



affidavits and memorinJs for the registry 
of deeds. Perhaps the time may come 
when there will be special kinds of ma- 
terial for different kinds of documents, 
according to the period over which they 
are to endure, ranging from vellum for 
lenses of estates to tissue paper for pro- 
miwes in love letters. 

An explanation of the change which 
has been given in one quarter is that 
Somerset House, whence issue the grants 
nnd engrossments, is at odds with na- 
ture. Somerset House wants stout 
parchment of a uniform thickness. Na- 
ture refuses to supply it. It results from 
this provision that the parchment cut 
from part of an animal's hide is thicker: 
than that from another, and it cannot bo 



made uniform. Her Majesty's stationery 
office, acting, of course, on intimations 
from Somerset House, wants all tho 
stoutest parchment; but tho manufactur- 
ers would then be left to dispose of the 
thinner material to private customers, 
who naturally grumble. Moreover, the 
stationery oflice does not wish to pay a 
higher price for the privilege, of taking 
the best. 

The manufacturers of parchment are, 
not greatly disturbed by Sir Francis 
Jeune's decree. The probate grants and 
engrossments are only a part of the vast 
number of legal documents, and people 
will still go on acquiring parchment by 
the more or less expensive ways of law 
for more years than one can foretell.

Serious Charge Against Con.

Says the Officer Took His Purse 
Containing Sixty-Five 
Dollars. 



For the- first time in upwards of u. year 
the police commissioners were yesterday 
called upon to consider a serious charge 
against a member of the city police force, 
a West Coast Indian named Tom charg- 
ing Constable Abbott with having taken 
?05 from his pocket. The Indian was 
arrested on Monday last for drunken- 
ness by Constables Handley and Abbott, 
and upon his arrival at the police station 
was searched by those two officers. Do 
tectivo Palmer and Jailer Mitten being 
in the station at the time. Tom speaks 
no English and very poor Chinook, so 
his statement had to be made through 
two interpreters, Circus Jimmy interpret- 
ing from Indian to Chinook, and Jailer 
Sheppard from Chinook to English. The 
statement is written and signed by the 
complainant am', the interpreters. He is 
most positive in his assertions. When 
arrested he says he had $1.50 tied in a 
piece of rag in one of his trousers 
pockets, and ¥05 in a purse iii the other 
pocket, and he gives a description of the 
money. He contends that he wau 
sober enough to know what lie was 
doing, and from the time he was arrested 
until it was taken away from him at the 
police station ho kept his hands on the 
purse. The $1.50 was returned to him 
when ho was released, but the ,?05 he 
has not received. Upon the Indian com- 
plaining to Chief Langley, that official 
took steps to have the complaint made 
in writing, and upon receiving this yes- 
terday morning forwarded it to Mayor

Line Partly Defined Between 
British Columbia and Yukon 
Territory. 



Dominion Surveyor Tells of the 
Work— Miners Will Explore 
Teslin. 



Among the passengers who arrived 
from the North, by the steamer 
Danube yesterday afternoon, were Ar- 
thur Saint Cyr, and half a dozen French- 
Canadians, who have been assisting him 
in marking the northern bouudnxies of 
this province. Mr. Saint Cyr and party 
have been out since last spring survey- 
ing and marking that part of the inter- 
provincial British Columbia and North- 
west Territories line, which stretches be- 
tween Atlln and Teslin lake. Speaking 
of bio work, Mr. Saint Cyr said: "Wo 
marked the line with iron monuments 
driven flush with the ground, placing one 
every mile. Wo a,Uso _ placed wooden 
posts, mounds of earth or stones, accord- 
ing to the character of tile ground in 
which we were working, to supplement 
the marking. 

"The work which took tin; most time, 
however, was that of cutting out the 
trees and briiHh from the line. We 
mowed a ewath through the forest for 
the entire diutnuce between Lakes Atlin 
and Teslin for a width" of from 10 to 18 
feet. This was necessarily slow work, 
and toward.* the Inst very disagreeable. 
It snowed every night a little, and there 
was not a breath of wind, so that when 
the brush and trees were cut the nxmcn 
received a disagreeable shower bath of 
snow. 

"The line can easily he traced for its 
entire distance, and a lost prospector 
coming upon it could easily find his way 
home. At this season of the year when 
tho snow is on the ground the lino is es- 
peciuJly clenr. By climbing to an eleva- 
tion on the line one can look up and down 
its entire length. 

"We did not moot with n single person 
from the time we left Atlin in the spring 
until when nearing Atlin this' fall we 
came upon a few hunters. The country 
is rolling and not as difficult to travel 
over as that near the lakes." 

Mr. Snant Cyr is at a loss to know 
what baa become of the siwashes in the 
district about Lake Teslin, where at one 
time they were quite numerous. While 
in that district bis party did not meet 
an Indian. He believes that they must 
have gone further into the interior, be- 
ing obliged to do this on account of the 
giine hfliving been driven into the for- 
ests by the invasion of the prospectors. 
Tho Indians must follow the ga,me, and 
the forest fires at T^nke Teslin last year 
drove all the animals away from that 
district. There wore quite a number of 
big iires near the lake. 

The Dominion surveyor says ho heard 
while in the North, that quite a num- 
ber of miners intended to go into the 
Lake Teslin country during the coming 
spring, to make a. systematic prospect for 
gold, which is believed to exist there in 
paying quantities. The miners will go 
from Atlin over the trail to Lake Teslin 
about March. Thie is by far the best 
way, in the opinion of Mr. Saint Cyr, as 
the way by the Stikine is no long. 

The work just completed by the pa.rty 
does not complete the survey of the line 
between the two provinces, as there is a 
vast scope of country west of the ground 
over which they traveled, which as yet 
is practically unexplored. What is its 
extent or value can only bo conjectured. 

IIo presumes that another party will be 
sent out next spring to go on with the 
work, which will be kept up until it is 
finished.
